P. D. Dougherty, a veteran Knight of St. 
Orispin, of Philadelphia, said: I was one of 
the committee appointed by District Assembly 
70 (shoemakers) of Philadelphia to wait upon 
the General Executive Board and endeavor to 
come to an understanding on this matter. This 
was in January last, and at that time the Gen- 
eral Executive Board told us to go on with our 
convention, and we should have acharter. It 
was well understood at the time that 
none of our locals would be compelled 
to have permission to withdraw from the 
present district. Sincethen some hidden in- 
fluence has been at work to get the General 
Board to reconsider its former action, and last 
week the same committee from District As- 
sembly 70, were informed that they would 
have to obtain at least ten locals, representing 
five different States, with permission from 
their District Assembly to withdraw and or- 
ganize their National Trades Assembly. We 
are not children and don’t deserve such 
treatment. 


The Amalgamated Association. 


Prrrsnund, June 7.—The annual convention 
of the Amalgamated ‘Association of Iron and 
Steelworkers was opened in Central Turner 
Hall, this city, at 10 o’clock this morn- 


ing by President William Weihe, with 180 del - 
egates in their seats. The morning session 
was taken up with the preliminary work 
of organization, and nothing of importance 
was done. The convention is the largest ever 
held by the association. The 180 delegates 
represent 154 lodges with an increase in 
membership of 4,500 over last year.

trip Prof. Hazen says: 
Dr. Wayland, Presi- 
dent of Columbian Uni- 
versity, once said that 
the true test of a science 
was its ability to pre- 
dict. I wish to show 
that it is possible before 
we leave terra firma at 
St. Louis to determine 
almost exactly the path

am well aware that out of the four attempts 
since 1859 to make exceedingly long distances 
in this country only one, and that the 
first, succeeded, and, counting from the 
past, there would appear to be not 
more than one chance in four,or perhaps even 
in ten, of success. I feel quite certain that the 
cause of the failure in the last three cases is 


known, and that, with the exercise of a little 
more care or with a little more liberty in 
choosing the iy oo time to make the ascent 
all three might have been entirely successful. 
Mr. Wise, in his balioon voyage of 1,200 miles 
on July 1, 1859, found everything favorable and 
made the astonishing speed of 1 mile per 
minute.

In our 
own country, ifanywhere, then, may we ex- 
amine the end of our vertical plummet 6,299 
feet long for indications of its experiences. 

In order to study the winds on Mount Wash- 
ington I have chosen all the observations 
from May, 1886, and April, 1887, inclusive. I 
have divided these into three groups. First 
all the days in which there wasa well-marked 
low (area) within about 600 miles of the sta- 
tion (164 cases). Second, all days when a high 
(area) was near or over the station (78 cases), 
and third, the remaining days (128) when 
neither low nor high were marked or very near. 
Ihave taken out, in the first series, (a) the 
direction and distance of low from 
the station on each 
maximum velocity of 
and its direction, (c) the mean velocity of the 
wind for 1 hours, and (d) the mean 
velocity of the low in its path. In the other 
two series I have taken out only the maximum 
velocity of the wind and the direction at that 
time, with the mean velocity for twenty-four 
hours. The complete table, comprising the 
865 days, I hope to publish elsewhere, but it 
will suffice at this time ifI give only the sum- 
mary, or means:

This table is of great interest and will repay 
most careful study. We find that the mean 
maximum wind in the low is very nearly 
double that in the high, and the mean of the 
hourly movement for each twenty-four hours 
is nearly 2.5 times as much in the low as in the 
high. Wealsofind the mean wind velocity 
nearly 1.5 times that of low, which rather dis- 
re the theo that the storm or low is 

orne along in the upper current. It should 
be understood that in the winter season the 
quantities dealt with above are uncertain be- 
cause of the intense cold and interference 
with the anemometer record by frost; on the 
other hand it is to be presumed that a little 
more than the total air current is deflected by 
the mountain and brought over its summit, 
which will tend and make up the loss in the 
first case. 

THE SCIENTIFIC VIEW. 

At first sight it will no doubt seem that the 
problem of a long aerial voyage from 8t.Louis 
and the Atiantic had been solved. In the light 
of this table all that is necessary is to choose a 
time when a storm was hovering near the 
starting-point, and then the wings of the wind 
would bear the balloon at an average rate of 
fifty-three miles per hour. Unfortunately an- 
other most important element must be con- 
sidered, and that is the direction of the upper 
current; while in nearly 90 per centof the 
cases in winter this direction is toward some 
easterly point, yet this is not the case in sum- 
mer. i careful study of the direction of the 
wind on Mount Washington in relation to the 

sition of the low has not as yet given any 
bat the most general deductions. In general 


the direction of the wind is the same as that of: 


the lower currents, either toward the low or 
in a direction opposite to the motion of the 
hands of a watch, and away from the high, 
or with a watch hand. When a well-marked 
low and high are advancing together this 
principle is well seen, but under other cir-

OBSERVATIONS TO BE MADE. 

A word or two about the observations to be 
made. These will be rather simple. It is sur- 
prising, when one thinks with how littie exer- 
tion and apparatus most valuable observations 
can be made, that so little has been done in 
this line. No one lives that cannot read a 
thermometer, anda very little practice will 
give the mastery over an aneroid. When 
ascending or ee ap, continuous and id 
observations will e made of he 
sling psychrometer and aneroid ba- 
rometer. A representation of these 
instruments is here given. The sling psychrom- 
eter consists of two delicate thermometers 
joined together on a brass strip, and whirled 
rapidly, in a circle, 4 means of a string at- 
tached to the strip. This accomplishes a great 
variety of objects and is by all odds the most 
valuable and accurate instrument we now 
have for obtaining the temperature and hu- 
midity of the air. Heating the dry bulb to 10 
degrees above the air temperature and then 
slinging it thirty seconds brings the tempera- 
ture of the instrument within 5 degrees of the 
alr and iy forty-five seconds it indicates the 
true temperature. It will be seen that with 
this instrument we ought to get a result within 
a degree in an ascent or descent of ten feet per 
second. The aneroid barometer must be read 
at every observation and this, taken in con- 
nection with the air temperature at the bal - 
loon and on the ground, will give us the 
height. The Chief Signal Officer has kindly 
consented to have hourly observations made 
at the Signal Service Station during the en- 
tinuance of the voyage,and these observations 
alone will prove of great value. 

QUESTIONS TO BE ANSWERED. 

One of the most important investigations to 
be made is in relation tothe ascending or de- 
scending currents ofair. In 1881 there was de- 
vised what has been called ‘‘the balance fan’’ 
for this purpose. It consists in a fan balanced 
horizontally. downward motion of the 
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tan when the balloon had no up-and-down mo- 
tion would indicate a descending current, and 
an upward motion of the fan would show the

ABE BUZZARD. 


The Leader of the Welsh Mountain Out- 
laws to Be Pardoned. 


Bv Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

LANCASTER, Pa., June 7.—Abe Buzzard, the 
oldest of the Buzzard boys, and leader of the 
once-famous gang of outlaws known as the 
‘*Bugzard gang, who made their headquart- 
ers in the Welsh Mountains, is now languish- 
ing in the Eastern Penitentiary at Philadel- 
phia, but he willin all probability soon be a 
free man, for he is serving out a sentence im- 
posed for a crime of which he is undoubtedly 


innocent, and steps are being taken to se- 
cure a pardon for him. Abe was convicted 
April 18, 1881, of burglary and felonious 
entry in robbing the store of G. W. Steinmetz 
in Clay, and of entering the blacksmith-shop 
of isaac Brewer near by and securing the im- 
lements with which to break into the store. 
e had been previously convicted of robbing 
Geiger’s store at Quarryville, and on April 20, 
881, he was sentenced to an imprisonment of 
tnirteen years, seven years for the Steinmetz 
burglary, four for the Geiger burglary, and 
two — for entering Brewer’s shop. Abe 
frankly confessed his guilt of the Geiger rob- 
bery and expressed his willingness to undergo 
the imprisonment imposed for it, but 
he disclaimed all knowled of the 
Clay robbery. When trie for the 
Clay crime the only witness who knew any- 
thing about the perpetrators of it was Mary 
Goodendorf, in whose house some of the stolen 
oods were found. She testified that Abe 
rought the goods identified by Steinmetz to 
her house, and said he had bought them. On 
the un suvported testimony of a woman al- 
ready convicted of receiving stolen goods, 
Abe was convicted and sentenced to the 
imprisonment, which he is now serving. 
he term for the Geiger sentence having ex- 
pired, Mrs. Goodendorf served her term for re- 
ceiving stolen ds and died June A, 1884. Just 
before her death she sent for W. B. Amawake, 
who had been Buzzard’s counsel. She told 
him thatshe desired to righta great wron 
and confessed that she had perjured herse 
in her testimony against Buzzard. Thécrime 
was committed by another man, but she did 
not reveal his identity. Mr. Amawake haus 
made affidavit of these facts and the evidence 
will be laid before the Board ot Par- 
dons. Buzzard made several escapes while 
confined in Lancaster’s rotten jall and after his 
last escape went to the Welsh Mountains, 
where he had such secure hiding places that 
he defied all efforts to capture him for more 
than a year, but at lenuth he grew tired of 
leading this life, and being assured by promi- 
nent men of that section of the country that 
efforts would be made to secure his pardon he 
walked up to the coun jail on June 3, 1885, 
and surrendered. Shortly afterward he was 
lodged in the Eastern Penitentiary.

„A great many people have an idea that a 
turrman’s lite is an easy, careless sort of an 
affair,’’ said Mr. N. 1.

This was thé case in 
which a divoree by a rabbi in Europe was set 
up as a defense. 


The Ellis Habeas Corpus Case. 


Judge Seddon to-day decided the Ellis habeas 
corpus case, remanding the little girl, Amelia 
Mayer Ellis, to the custody and control] of her 
grandfather, Moritg Mayer. The proceeding 


was instituted by the father, Joseph Ellis, who 
had signed a deed of adoption to 
the grandfather after the death of the 
mother. He alleged that he was ignorant and 
unable to read or write English, and that he 
was induced to sign the deed by misrepresen- 
tations. The Court holds that he understood 
the effect of his acts. He asked his father - in- 
law whether he would object to his visitin 

the child, and he was told that he coul 

do 80 at all reasonable hours. The evi- 
dende showed that he wisheéd to secure 
a comfortable home for the child, that he was 
himself unsettled in his mode of life and was 
willing that the father-in-law should have the 
ehild. The father has not been permitted to 
see thechild, however, and the Court brands 
this conduct as an outrage upon his feelings. 
But the interests of the child are best served 
in this case by allowing her to remain with the 


grandparents.

Blaine presént at the banquet.. He was 
known to have on a good many occa- 
sions expressed his 1 with the Irish 
cause in general, and to-night’s dinner, it was 
thought, would "receive eclat from his res- 
ence, besides giving him an opportunity of 
putting on record once more his condemnation 
of English misrule in Ireland. Whether the 
committee had forgotten about or did not 
choose to consider the recent events that 
would make the receipt of such an invitation 
a serious embarrassment to Mr. Blaine is not 
certain.

He was arrested 
ast Saturday on information furnished 4 
young woman whose name the police 
refuse to divulge. Mr. Chickering was 
at once released on bail and when his 
case came —6 * pnag 4 an adjournment was 
granted until Friday, in order to secure ſur- 
ther evidence. It is said that many young 
women from Commonwealth avenue and the 
Back Bay have posed recently in various strik- 
ing attitudes, Their explanation is that as 
devotees of true art there can be nothing im- 
proper in the exposure of natural beauty. The 
photographs have been widely distributed and 
reatly admired among the young women’s 
ntimate friends. The sudden passion for such 
displays of art has spread rapidly, and some 
of the photographs have found their way out- 
side of the select circle where they were 
intended to be seen and admired. It is 
said that some of the a nega- 
tives have been reproduced and copies put on 
sale quietly about the city. The Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent was shown, afew days 
ago, a dozen samples of these photographs. 
They were many of them taken in various 
oses after the famous pictures in the French 
Baion and in reproduction of Greek ideals. 

ost of the pictures were so arranged that the 
features of the subject were veiled. The name 
of the photographer was not imprinted on the 
cards, which are larger than the cabinet size.

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 7.—Public Printer 
Benedict has been cutting down the force in 
the Government printing-office, and complaint 
was made that he was crippling the service in 
order to make areform record. Mr. Benedict 
sald yesterday: ‘‘The money to our credit for 
June is inadequate to keep the working force 
fally employed. The average expenses for 


April and May of this quarter were about 
$158,000 per month, leaving $134,000 for 
June, largely on the forthcoming volume of 
the A report, which is already 
printed, but which has been delayed for illus- 
trations. This work is printed and bound 
from a special appropriation of $200,000, and 
had it been received as expected all furloughs 
for this month would have been obviated. 
When Congress adjourned I discharged proba- 
bly 125 employes, but a fair percentage of these 
have been restored. I must keep within 
bounds, The general work of the office is un- 
usually well advanced. The allotments 
of some of the departments for the year 
are practically exhausted. The discharges of 
last Thursday were such as occur from time to 
time in the office, and are regulated by indi- 
vidual cases and the necessities of the office.’’

% Hypocrite,“ by John A. Stevens and Law- 
rence Marsten—Frank Mayo’s Royal 
Guards’’—A Successful Dramatization of 
Dumas’ „Three Guardgmen’’—Bart- 
ley Campbell’s Condition—Amusement 
Notes.

NEW YORK, June 7.—A great gathering of 
critics, first-nighters, actors and journalists 
greeted the first production of ‘‘The Hypo- 
crite,’’ atthe Fourteenth Street Theater, last 
evening. The play isthe first production of 
J.A. Stevens, and Lawrence Marston, and 
may be called, in a general way, a modern 
application of the old story of ‘‘Othello.’’ The 
scene is laid in New Orleans, before the war. 
Young Edward Walton, a wealthy slave- owner, 
has married a beautiful girl. His slave, 
George, an octoroon, had some years 
before been married to a women whom 
he greatly loved, and whom young Walton in 
a moment of hard-heartedness, had sold to 
his friend, Richard Singleton. Singleton, pre- 
vious to the opening of the play, had been 
engaged to Walton’s wife. George, the octa- 
roon, is the Iago of the story. To avenge his 
own wrongs he uses Singleton as a tool to 
arouse Walton’s jealousy. Through the 
machinations of George, Walton finds Single- 
ton in his wife’s boudoir and shoots him. 
Walton aiterwards loses his reason and 
escapes poisoning at the hands of George, who 
dies after a quarrel with his master. Walton, 
having regained his senses, perceives how he 
has been deceived, is reconciled to his wife 
whom he thought false, and the play ends with 
the villain dead and the wife and hus- 
band restored to eaeh other’s confidence. 
The plot loses its grip before the 


curtain falls. It has strong points which an 
excellent cast did much to bring out in stron 
relief, but is neither probable nor we 
balanced. Osmond Tearle was especial! 
strong in the scene in which, as Edward Wal- 
ton, he loses his reason, and he was effective 
throughout. Herbert Kelse as Richard 
Singleton had little to do, but did it well. The 
best work was done by Miss Annie Robe, as 
the young wife. In what may be designated a 
‘fweeping role’’ Miss Robe has few equals.
